Those who expected the gov- 


ernment to send out hand pick- 
ed>grain this year would, in all 
probability, be the first to eom- 
plain at the price it would be 
necessary to charge for it. 
In conversation with one of 
the most prdésperous farmers of 
this district we were informed 
that while he had sown better 
seed, he had also sown -much 
worse, and that from worse seed 
he had reaped a harvest of 30 
ushels to the acre, Another 
farmer informed us that he had 
tested the-government seed and 
found that every kernal ger- 
manated. 
As we said before it is not our 
intention to try to shield any 
government, On the contrary 
we would be the first to criticize 
if we were convinced they
